I ample, in a pub lic address delivered at 
Houghton, Mich., he made this extraor­ 
dinary statem ent: 
In spite of statutes which declare in­ 
dustrial trusts and comb inations in re­ 
straint of trade illegal, in other words to 
b e statutory outlaws in the land, the gov­ 
ernment to-day maintains a tariff system 
avowedly for the protection and profit of 
the enterprises in which these trust out­ 
laws are interested and engaged. 
This is not only extravagant, b ut it 
is gr o s s ly at variance with historical 
fact. 
The protective tariff was b orn 
on this continent more than two cen­ 
turies b efore the trusts were dreamed 
of. 
Turning b ack to colonial days, we 
iin.t tin, government -of Musimdiusetts 
enacting, in Novemb er, 1088, a general 
import tax, serving tit once for revenue 
and protection. 
The Continental Con­ 
gress was committed to the principle 
of a general tariff ou imports and did 
its utmost to ob tain uniform action of 
the States to this end. 
On April 8, 
1780, Jam es Madison introduced in tlie 
I first House of Representatives a b ill 
taxing imports “for the support of the 
government, for the discharge of deb t* 
of tlie United Stales and the eneoi^ 
agement and protection of manufac­ 
tures.” 
The measure was passed and 
signed b y President Washington. 
Does Governor Johnson b elieve that 
President Washington, James Madison 
and the iirst Congress were play ins 
into the hands of “trust outlaws,” or 
would he so characterize the pioneers 
who laid tlie foundations of American 
trade and industry? 
In 1792, we And Congress increasing 
duties trom an average rate of 8% 
per cent to 13% per cent. 
In 1812, ou 
account of the war, duties were in­ 
creased PM) per cent, a nd in 1816 a fur­ 
ther Increase of 42 per cent was made 
In the same year Mr. Dallas intro­ 
duced a tariff b ill of strictly protective 
character, waich w a s opposed b y Dan­ 
iel Web ster and other Eastern repre- 
-seiRatives, 
b ut 
which 
passed b oth 
houses b y a large majority and b ecame 
a law. 
Clay, Calhoun and Lowndes 
were strong supporters of this meas­ 
ure. 
Would Governor Johnson class 
these men as instruments in the hand» 
of “trust outlaws?” 
There followed the protective tariff 
b ill of 1824, with average duties of 37 
per cent and the b ill of 1828, with a 41 
|icr cent rate, which Web ster favored 
and which prompted several Southern 
States to deny the power of Congress 
to lay duties for protection. 
Free trade hardly dared to show its 
head until 1831, when a national free 
trade convention met in Philadelphia, 
while a month afterw ard a counter­ 
convention of protectionists 
was held 
In New York. 
Then came the enact­ 
ment of the tariff b ill of 1832, in which, 
while some duties were repealed, tlie 
protective features of the previous law 
were retained. 
Clay's compromise b ill b roke the con­ 
tinuity b y providing for a gradual re­ 
duction of duties, b ut in 1841 Congress 
firmly reasserted the protective princi­ 
ple, a general tariff act, w iu a rate of 
33 |» *r cent, b eing enacted. 
Modifying 
measures followed in 1840 and 1857. 
hut in ISfil the Morrill b tll raising tlie 
tariff one-third was passed, and sub se­ 
q uently Congress remained faithful to 
the protective principle except during 
the b rief period when the Democracy 
had control and passed the Wilson b ill. 
Pefore descanting further upon the 
tariff and its b eneficiaries, Mr. Bry­ 
an's distinguished rival should again 
consult Ids history

Charta and wrote into our constitutions. 
Certain it Is that none of our fore­ 
fathers who put it into Magna Charta, or our constitutions, ever dreamed of 
its b eing invoked to make void a statute prohib iting the manufacture of 
tob acco in crowded tenements, or b akers from working excessive hours in hot 
vaults, or women from working in factories b efore six o’clock in the morning 
or after nine o’clock at night.

The imagination is strongly affected 
by the recent Governors’ conference at 
the White House, which suggested the 
power and greatness of the country and 
has a spectacular and dramatic inter­ 
est.

The condition of 
the natural resources of the United 
States Is such that some general move­ 
ment for their protection may b e re­ 
garded as ab solutely necessary, anil un­ 
der no circumstances could It b e post­ 
poned many years.

is the facts that are recited b y Gif­ 
ford Plnehot, chief of the forest service, 
in a b ulletin sent out recently b y the 
Agricultural Department to which we 
shall now refer.

b er land, tlie most magnificent forests 
of the glob e. 
Its people thought the 
forests inexhaustib le and treated them 
as though they were, “b ut we have now 
reached the point where the growth of 
our forests is b ut one-third of tlie an­ 
nual cut, while we have in store tim­ 
b er enough for only twenty or thirty 
years at our present rate of use.” This 
is h b ad story, b ut it Is only the b e­ 
ginning. 
The older oil fields are « ex­ 
hausted already, natural gas has b een 
wasted until the supply has failed in 
many places. 
It is said that our an- 
thraoite coal fields are in danger o* b e­ 
ing exhausted in fifty years, the b itu­ 
minous in a hundred years. 
“our 
ranges in the West, from which we first 
drove the b uffalo to cover them again 
with cattle and sheep, are capab le of 
supporting b ut ab out 
one-half 
what 
they could under intelligent manage­ 
ment, and the price of b eef is raised 
accordingly." 
We are really suffering 
now from the carelessness of the past, 
and so are b eginning to realize that pro­ 
tection is necessary. 
We see, too, that 
it Is desirab le to consider all the nat­ 
ural resources at the same time and to 
prepare for united efforts to save them. 
This Is w hat the forester calls the new 
point of view’.

She has done worse than nothing. 
One-third of her 
canals she has placed 
at the strangulating mercies of the railways; two hun­ 
dred miles of them she has allowed to b ecome derelict; and among the re­ 
mainder you find dilapidated b anks and foul b ottoms, a grotesq ue shallowness, 
a needless profusion of locks, the archaic system of horse haulage, and, as I 
have already said, an almost inspired lack of intercommunications—canals, 
for instance, that b ear b arges of ninety tons connecting with canals that carry 
no more than forty tons. 
On the Continent, oa the Rhine, Neckar and Danub e 
Canal, for example, b arges of (5(H) tons, driven b y steam or electricity, ply up 
and down, and craft wirh a tonnage of from 250 to 500 are a common sight. 
In 
England I doub t w’hether there are 200 miles of canal that can accommodate 
b oa's carrying more than 100 tons. 
Half of the English waterways have no 
room for b arges of a greater capacity than from forty to sixty tons, and the re­ 
mainder find their maxium at thirty tons. 
One can hardly, indeed, call the 
English wa’erw'avs a system at all. 
Thev are the shiftless issue of little men 
with little pottering minds asserting Ihelr inalienab le British right to torture 
the odds and ends of what should have b een a national undertaking into some 
semb lance of a plan.—Harper*« Magazine.

Arguing for government aid in 
bringing about the reforms he advo­ 
cates, the w riter of the letter says in 
I a r t :

Hydrophobia is an infectious dis­ 
ease acquired with the bite of the 
dog, wolf, cat, fox and other ani­ 
mals in these grouiis. 
It results from 
the presence of specific germs which 
are introduced with the puncture of 
the tooth and ultim ately make their 
way through the circulation of the 
blood and lymph until they find a 
suitable breeding ground, usually in 
the brain, and strange to say -hey 
select by preference a particular and 
limited portion of this organ. 
The 
germs are occasionally found in the 
substance of the spinal cord, and less 
frequently in certain of the larger 
nerve structures. 
Ninety per cent. 
of all cases In hum an bedngs result 
from the bite of the dog, four per 
cent. from cats and wolves and two 
per cent. from foxes. 
The time which intervenes between 
the bite and the development of the 
convulsions W'hieh follow varies from 
a few da vs to several weeks, som e­ 
times months arad occasionally a year 
or more will elapse between the re­ 
ceipt of the injury and the onslaught 
of the fatal convulsions. 
The early sym ptom s of infection 
are a feeling of uneasiness and gen­ 
eral depression, and in rare instances 
where the wound has long boon heal­ 
ed pain is again felt In the shar. The 
convulsive seizures which usually af­ 
fect the muscles of the throat grad­ 
ually increase in severity, the fatal 
cases ending in death from exhaus­ 
tion due both to the inability to swal­ 
low and the depressing action of the 
toxin on 'the heart and breathing 
muscles, 
A practical point of great import­ 
ance in connection with hydrophobia 
is to determine whether the animal 
which has inflicted the wound is or 
is not mad, and if It is killed this 
may be determined within a very few 
minutes by a microscopic examina­ 
tion of the dog’s brain. 
This bril­ 
liant discovery was made in 1903 by 
an Italian ph ysician, Dr. A. Negri ^ 
who demonstrated the presence of 
certain specific bodies in the brain® 
of 
animals 
suffering 
from 
rabies. 
This knowledge ob tai nod within a few 
hours after the infliction of the bite 
should enable any competent physic­ 
ian to treat the w'oimd in such a way 
as to prevent system ic infection. 
If 
a com indent pathologist is not close 
at hand to make the examination the 
skull of the animal should be broken 
open, the brain removed and placed 
in a jar in* bottle filled with a mix­ 
ture of one-half water and one-half 
alcohol, ami this should be forwarded 
at once to th© nearest 
laboratory, 
where the examination can be made 
within five minutes after it is in the 
hands of the pathologist and a posi­ 
tive assurance made as to whether 
the animal was or was not Infected 
with the disease when the bite was 
inflicted, 
As to treatment, the Immediate In­ 
dication Is to destroy the germs at 
the point of Im* alation. 
The thor­ 
ough bunning with nitric acid will 
put an end to all danger of consti­ 
tutional infection. 
This should 
Im 
done as early after the bite as pos­ 
sible, but it has been proved that if 
delayed as long as twenty-four hours 
further invasion of the discase has 
be* ii prevented iii almost every in 
stance in which it has been employed. 
The remedy advised 
is pure nitric 
acid, which can be obtained from any 
drug store. This should be thorough­ 
ly applied to all points of the wound 
by means of a small glass pipette or 
medicine dropper, or if this cannot 
be obtained by a em ail glass rod or 
piece of wood 
which latter is, how­ 
ever. gradually charred by the acid. 
As the application of this remedy Is 
intensely painful the injection into 
the substance of the ©kin by means 
of a hypodermic syringe of a one-half 
of one per cent. solution of cocaine 
and the infiltration of this same solu­ 
tion into tho fat and muscles for a 
circle of half an 
inch beyond 
the 
edges of the wound so deadens sen­ 
sibility that the burning of the acid 
is not in the least jxiinful. 
When 
there is a deep puncture by a single 
tooth, enlarging the wround slightly 
by a single Incision Is advised in or- 
der to make sure that the acid may 
find Its way to the very deepest parts 
of the infected area. 
Even after twenty*four hours have 
elapsed it is believed fcliat great bene­ 
fit is to be derived from the thorough 
use of (nitric acid. 
When it is not 
at hand pure carbolic acid well rub­ 
bed into all the recesses of the wound 
should be substituted, and when this 
cannot be obtained bits of telegraph 
wire cut into proper lengths and made 
red hot may ane after another be 
applied to the wounded surface until 
a thorough cauterization has been ac­ 
complished. In cases which have been 
neglected or have been treated later 
than twenty-four hours the Pasteur 
method, which consists of the injec­ 
tion of a serum prepared after the 
method of the great French chemist, 
is also advised. 


In view of the anxiety which nat­ 
urally follows the bite of a dog or 
other animal which may possibly be 
made It is a wise precaution, even 
when the diagnosis of hydrophobia ta 
the animal is not positively assured, 
to treat all cases as if they were 
inflicted by a diseased animal. 
The

porary and should not b© considered

And then there 
is the p robability of abbrev iation. 
“Aerodrome,” the name inv ented by 
Prof. Langley for his self-driv en air­ 
ship , is a good word in Dr. Bell’s 
op inion, and when aerodromes are as 
common as automobiles p eop le will 
be sp eaking for going “droming” for 
short of "ae.rodroming.” 


Dr. Bell gav e an exhaus'lv e history 
of man’s efforts to fly. 
He said that 
looking into the future for success­ 
ful flight was a Thing of the p ast, 
that the time is here. 
He criticised 
the Wright brothers, of Dayton. O., 
for their secretiv eness. He said their 
refusal to let the world hav e an ocu­ 
lar demonstration of their success re­ 
acted up on themselv es as a foreign 
gov ernment would not be lik/ ly to p ay 
them for what would necessarily be­ 
come p ublic p rop erty as soon as it 
was demonstrated. 


Hudson Maxim said:
